BEGIN TEXT:

NO REASON TO DIFFERENTIATE BETWEEN FORD AND KISSINGER. 

(COMMENTARY BY SHMUEL SEGEV)(WASHINGTON( CORRESPONDENT) 

THE STRUGGLE AGAINS THE U.S. STAND CONCERNING THE MIDDLE EAST. 

AND AGAINST THE U.S. " PUNITIVE ACTION/ AGAINST ISRAEL, ARE 
BEGINNGIN TO TAKE ON IN WASHINGTON A CLEARLY ANTI-KISSINGER CHAR- 
ACTERISTIC.BEFORE THE RIFT IS BEING MADE MOR PROFOUND AND TENSION, 
AGGRAVATED, ITS WORTHWHILE STOPPING 

FOR A MOMENT AND CONSIDERING WHETHR THIS IS THE WAY AND DIRECTION 
DEISRABLE FOR ISRAEL. 

IN THE PUBLIC EXPRESSIONS OF SENATOR LOWELL WEICKER, FOR INSTANCE.LAST 

WEEK AS WELL AS IN APPEALS TO THE WHITE HOUSE BY JEWISH LEADERS, AN 
ATTEMPT WAS MADE TO DRIVE A WEDGE BETWEEN PRESIDENT FORD AND HENRY 
KISSINGR, AND AN EFFORT WAS MADE NOT TO LEND A LISTENING EAR TO THE 
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EVALUATIONS OF THE STATE DEPARTMENT. 

THIS IS A VERY DANGEROUS LINE TO TAKE, IN TH PRESENTLY EXISTING 
ATMOSPHER IN THE U.S. - AND IT IS DOUBTFUL WHETHER IT HAS ANY 
CHANCE OF SUCCEES. 
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ADMITTEDLY, WHEN HE OFFICIATED ASADVISER TO THE PRESIDENT ON MATTERS 
OF 

NATIONAL SECURITY, BEFORE THE YOM KIPPUR WAR, KISSINGERHIMSELF ADVISED 
THE 

THEN AMBASSADOR, YITZHAK RABIN, TO CONCENTRATED HIS STRUGGLE AGAINST 
THE 

STATE DEPARTMENT AND NOT AGAINST THE WHITE HOUSE. 

THIS WAS IN THE PERIOD WHEN THE " PHANTOM" WAS WITHHELD FROM ISRAEL 
IN 1971. EVEN IF KISSINGER DID NOT SAY SO EXPLICITLY, ONE COULD GATHER 

FROM WHAT HE DID SAY THAT WHAT ISRAEL WILL NOT SUCCEED N ACHIEVING

ON NATIONAL SECURITY HENRY KISSINGER WILL APPROVE OF.(2) DESPITE THE 
SHARP DIFFERENCES OF OPINION BETWEEN THE ADMINISTRATION AND CONGRESS 
IN MANY SPHERES, IN THE NARROW FIEDL OF THE 

MIDDLE EASTT THERE EXISTSFULL UNDERSTANDING BETWEEN THESE TWO AURHORI 
TIES 

AND THE LEADERS OF CONGRESS STAND FIRMLY BEHIND KISSINGER'S EFFORTS TO 

ACHIEVE A COMPROMISE SOLUTION BETWEEN ISRAEL AND THE ARABS. THUS, ANY

THE US HAS INFORMED EGYPT THROUG THE USUAL DIPLOMATIC CHANNELS OF 
ITS VIEWS ON THE NECESSITY OF METICULOUSLY OBSERVING THE PRINCIPLES 
OF THE 1974 DISENGAGEMENT AGREEMENT, AND WASHINGTON BELIEVES THAT 
SADAT NOW KNOWS EXACTLY WHERE IT STANDS ON THIS ISSUE AND WILL TRY TO

THAT THE US HAS NO INTEREST IN RUNNING AWAY FROM ITS COMMITMENTS 
UNLESS IT WANTS WORLD-WIDE CHAOS. SPEAKING OF REGIONAL AND LOCAL 
DISPUTES, KISSINGER WARNED THAT COMPLACENY WAS OUT OF ORDER: 

UNLESS THEY WERE CONTAINED AND SETTLED BY MEANS OF DIPLOMACY, THEY 
COULD BE DNAGEROUS. 

WAR IN THE MIDDLE EAST, FOR INSTANCE, INVOLVED A DANGER OF WORLD-WIFE 
ECONOMIC RECESSION AND OF A POWERS CONFRONTATION. 

THIS HAS BEEN A PROMINENT LINE IN RECENT PUBLIC 
STATEMENTS BY FORD AND KISSINGER.
